To Venice, the "Queen of tbe. Adri- 


atic," belongs the honor of luiving es- 
tablished the first public bank of whicli 
any record can be found, such an insti- 
tution being unknown to the ancients. 


In 1711 the republic of Venice was 


very hard pressed for funds to carry on 
the ware in which it was continually 
engaged in order to uphold its suprema- 
cy. As a consequence, a tax was levied 
on its moneyed men, who were prom- 
ised a perpetual annuity of fonr per 
cent, ou the loan thus contributed, the 
borrowers never dreaming of the possi- 
bility of returning the principal. 


The lenders immediately instituted a 


bureau tor carrying out the proposed 
plan of receiving and paying out tltu in- 
terest, and, in a comparatively short 
time, it was erected into the Jlank of 
Venice. 
The exact date of its founding 


is not known with any degree of cer- 
tainty. 


Interest on the loan was promptly 


paid and the creditors of the republic 
were subsequently paid in full the 
sums they had advanced. Consequently, 
so |>opular did it b eeome that it was 
found absolutely necessary to transform 
the private li^nk into one of deposit, 
that all classes might take advantage of 
the accommodation thus alt'orded.
